At the Feet of Jeans. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—The houae 


today entered upon the consideration of 
the resolutions censuring Mr. Bayard 
for speeches delivered by him before the 
Grammar school at Boston, England, 
and before the Edinburgh, Scotland, 
Philosophical Institution last fall, 


Hitt, chairman of the foreign affairs 


committee, and McCreary, who was 
chairman of the committee ia the last 
congreBB, opened respectively for and 
againa*. the reaolutiona. Draper, Repub- 
lican of Massachusetts, announced hia 
inability to bring himself to vote for the 
reaolutione of cenaure. If the utter- 
ances were inappropriate, the punish- 
ment was too harsh. 


Cousins' speech in support of the reso- 


lutions was the feature o! the proceed- 
ing. He won for himaelf the highest 
distinction aa an orator. Hia bursts of 
eloquence aroused the house and the 
galleries to unbounded enthusiasm, 


Dinamore, Democrat of Arkansas, who 


was minieter to Korea during the former 
Cleveland administration, in closing the 
debate for the day, defended the utter- 
,ancea of Mr. Bayard, aud to the great 
•delight of the Democrats read extracts 
••from Senator Chandler's interview al- 
leging that the McKinley boomers were 
levying on the protected industries. The 
debate will conclude tomorrow. 


ID opening his speech in favor of the 


adoption of the resolutions, Hitt re- 
viewed the speeches delivered by Mr. 
Bayard. The one at Edinburgh, deliv- 
ered two days after the November elec- 
tion, he characterized, aa a "polical di- 
atribe." 
Mr. Bayard's auditors, ho said, had 


that day received election returns no 
doubt with great regret and it was to a 
sympathetic foreign audience that he 
delivered his passionate address. That 
speech has called Attention again to the 
epeecb previously delivered at Boston, 
describing the Americana aa a violent 


"Tha't("heBaid,"waB thecaae upon 


•which the committee on foreign affairs 
reported their aeries of cenaure." 


At first, he said, it had been hoped 
that it would be found on examination 
that the Edinburgh speech waa simply 
an academy address, but it waa uot so. 
The words referred to hifl own country 
abd bore upon parties and political is- 
auea here. As a private American citi- 
zen he had a perfect riuht to deliver his 
opinion but representing officially the 
majority of the United States, ne had no 
light to utter words which would reflect 
tilKifl and wouiiti the sensibilities of hia 
countrymen. 
'McCreary, Democrat of Kentucky, ex- 


chairman ol the foreign affaire commit- 
tee, followed Hitt in opposition to the 


* resolutions. 
At tho outset he called attention to 


Hitt'a remarks, saying the Edinburgh 
aueueh was delivered juat after the last 
con'Teaeional elections. 
.. 
In declaring his opposition to the res- 


olutions o£ cenaure, McOreary eaid that 
thev were unprecedented in congresr 
> 


atonal history. The proposed action of 
thu house was nu invasion of the rights 
and authority of the President of the 
United States, and if the apcechea of 
Mr. Bayard referred to in the resolu- 
tions renuired action by the executive, 
he was sure that the latter would do his 
duty at the proper time. Ho agreed 
that Mr. Bayard's utterances were 
hardly proper, hut did not think they 
warranted euch htirah action. The last 
resolution depronitine pnrtiaauahip by 
diplomatic representatives, ho thought, 
-entirely proper. He therefore aekcd 
that the resolutions be divided und a 
eouamte vote on euch. 


Mr. Cousins, Republican of lowa.also 


A member of tlie committee, supported 
the resolutions. 
"This deliberate aud 
unexampled 


breach of diplomatic etiquette," said 
Mr. Cousins, "thia ungrateful, unpro- 
voked insult to the majority of tho peo- 
ple of America, to tbe distinguished 
living, and to her honored dead, by one 
who bore their confidence, their mia- 
aion and credentials must not bo left 
unchallenged, since it has entered tho 


have thought that within forty years 
after the «yea of tbe immortal Lincoln 
were closed in martyred death, uinld the 
homage and the adoration of this grand 
and grateful land; tbat within so brief a 
time that an ambassador of this country 
to the motherland should so far forget 
tbe dignified and delicate requirements 
of his nigh position aa thus to stigmatize 
and villiTy the honest followers and ex- 
empliflers of one of the first and dearest 
principles of the great emancipator? 


His speech aroused great enthusiasm. 


He concluded with a burst of eloquence 
that set the house aflame. Members 
streamed up the aisle to offer their con- 
gratulations, and it was fully a minute 
before order wan restored. 


Mr. Dinsmore, Democrat of Arkansas, 


opposed tbe resolution!!. He could not 
hope to equal in brilliancy and elo- 
quence the speech of Mr. Cousins, he 
eaid. He must rely on the strength of 
his cause. This remark provoked jeers 
from the Republican side. 
"If Mr. Bayard had done anything to. 


disgrace tbe country, why had not the 
original resolution to impeach him been 
passed? There was nothing • in the in- 
structions of a diplomat that would pre- 
vent him from expressing his opinion as 
an American citizen." 


Bayard's 
message, he concluded, 


came aa a glass message to the manhood 
of America, to those who believed that 
the masses should not be taxed for the 
benefit of the few. If others believed in 
taxation for special classes he cared not. 
Let tbe galled jade wince. [Applause 
on the Democratic side.] 


At 5,30 p.m. the bouse adjourned. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Owing to 


the indisposition of Mr. Mills, of Texas, 
who had the floor on the subject, the 
Cuban debate wae not continued today. 


An animated controversy arose over 


the resolution of Mr. Cannon, Republi- 
can of Utah, directing Secretary Smith 
to execute the law for the opening of 
the Uncompahgre Indian reservation, 
Utah. Mr. Oannoa eaid 2,000,000 acres 
were involved and be wished this man- 
datory resolution to overcome the delays 
of the secretary of tlie interior, 


Mr. Vest followed in criticism of the

Desperate Fight on the 


En cine. 


An unsuccessful attempt was made be- 


tween 1 and 2 o'clock this morning to 
lold up the train going south be- 
tween Goshen and Tulare. It resulted 


i the killing of one of the robber* and 
the wounding of an officer from Visalia. 


The officers received a tip several days 


ago that an attempt would be made to 
hold up a train,and they wore prepared. 
About ten days ago a desperate charac- 
ter named Dan McCole, from Indian 
territory, arrived in Visalia. He had 
been a member of the Balton gang. The 
oilicera knew of his presence, and were 
satisfied tbat he was planning a hold- 
up, and it has proved that thoir ^suspi- 
cions were correct. 


By some means it was learned, or at 


least believed, that they would pick out 
this morning's early train, and two offi- 
cers, Deputy Sheriffs Daggett and Reed 
of Visalia, concealed themselves on the 
engine and waited for Ihe robbers. It 
ie believed that they boarded tbe blind 
baggage at Goshen. Although only one 
was seen, it is reasonably certain that 
there were others. 


Soon after pulling out of Goshen the 


robber showed himself, and began to 
crawl over the tender, with a Winches- 
ter in hia hand. The oilicera opened 
fire on him at deadly range. Although 
taken by surprise, the robber returned 
the fire and sent a bullet through tin 
shoulder of Deputy Sheriff Daggett. The 
aim of the officers waa good, and the 
robber dropped his rifle aud rolled off 
the tender, and it is believed tbat be 
was struck by tbe cars and killed, if not 
killed by the bullets of the.omcers. 


Sheriff Scott was posted on the prob- 


able attempt at a hold-up, and was no- 
tified in time to be at the depot in a few 
minutes. 


The train on which the holdup was at- 


tempted did not slop till it reached Tn- 
lare. 
The robber had got aboard at 


Goshen, and it is supposed he had con 
federates with horses near the place 
where he tried to stop the train: When 
Tulare wad reached blood was found on 
the tender. 


The north-bound train ran slowly on 


the lookout for the dead robber, and waa 
rewarded by finding his 'body by the 
track. It was McCole. He had been 
•hot through the body.

District Attorney Snow was authorized 
to make tbe appointment, and all the 
details were given. 


Further than that, tho J'^rponitor itflelf 


at that time, and once or twice after- 
wards, published the fact. There was 
nothing secret about it. Now, to come 
out and eay that "a sensational discov- 
ery" baa been made, and that Fretnan. 
was "secretly appointed deputy district 
attorney" is an exhibition of stupidity 
which could hardly be expected, even 
from the JiVj«**jtor. 


Facts are the best argument in tho 


world. 
Let the 
1'j.rpoxitor's assertion 


that "the people were kept iunorant" of 
Freuianrs appointment, and that it waa 
"in violation of law," be answered by 
the following plain facts: 


After Mr. Hnow was elected district 


attorney he appointed one assistant 
district attorney at u salary ot $2000 per 
annum and two deputy district attor- 
neys at a salary of $1500 per annum 
each. G. C. Freman was one of the 
deputies appointed at a salary of $1500. 
Theee appointments were made under 
the county government act of 1393, and 
the appointmentH of all deputies now in 
the court houee were made under the 
fiamo act. 


Subsequently nn action was com 


menced before Judge Risley, who de- 
cided that the provisions of this net 
were invalid and that District Attorney 
Snow had uo right to appoint a Meputy 
district attorney under it. A teat case 
was made against Deputy District At- 
torney Fremun, and after the decision 
Auditor Barnunj, acting upon 
legal 


advice, refused 
to 
draw 
warrants 


for any 
of the 
deputies 
appointed 


in the various county officers. This con- 
dition of things existed until Deputy 
Auditor Hoguo commenced an action to 
recover his salary while a deputy by an 
appointment made under the same act 
ol 1893. Tho provision under which 
Mr. Freman was appointed a deputy is 
identical with tho section under which 
Mr. Hague received his appointment. 


Judge Webb decided that tbe law was 


constitutional, and ordered the auditor 
to pay Mr. Hogue his salary. Acting 
upon the authority of Judge Webb's de- 
cision, the auditor IUIH since been draw- 
ing warrants for all of the deputies ex- 
cept Mr. Preinan. 


A short time after this decision of 


Judge Webb, a similar action was com- 
menced in the county of Tulare, and 
Judge Carter of this county was called 
upon to try the caso. After a careful 
consideration of the provisions of this 
act of 1893, concerning the'appointment 
of deputies, Judge Carter decided that it 
waa constitutional and valid, the ^itno 
its Judge Webb hud previously decided 
in the case ui jiu^ue VH. Iluruum. 


So we have three decisions upon this 


<|Ui;gtion, by tli« three judges of the su- 
perior court of this county, two in favor 
of the act and one u^iinsl it.

This permission ^yas promptly 
granted by tho hoard, and on Hint same 
duy tho JiVji«j!i'/wr mentioned the fact in 
un item headed "A Contingency Reso- 
lution lleforo the Supervisors." On the 
21st of the eatno month the Jh-jmsitor 
contained a half column article on the

fully reported the action of the hoard in 
this particular. 


On the second of December following, 


Mr. Snow filed in the clerk's office his 
written appointment of Mr. Fremau 
under the order of' the board, and Mr. 
Fre men immediately filed hie oilicial 
oath and entered upon the discharge ol 
his duties under this new appointment, 
having lost liis salary for one month 
under the decision of Judge Riflley. All 
of these transactions were placed upon 
record nt tlie time, and have at all times 
been open to public'inspection, so thai 
the charge of secrecy falls to tbe ground, 
even if tho matter "had not been exten- 
sively noticed by the newspapers at the 
time. 


The provision under which Mr. Frc? 


man is now acting bus never been passed 
upon by any court in this state, and sev- 
eral district attorneys at present have 
deputies acting under this section of the 
net of 1803. The section reads as fol- 
lows: "Th" board of supervisors have 
power f,o authorize the district attorney 
to appoint an aesiRtnutdistriot attorney, 
which office ia hereby created, who shall 
receive as compensation for his services 
the sum of $1500 per annum, to be paid 
out ol the county Ironaiiry in equal 
monthly installments, in the Eame man- 
ner and at ilm Kiimti time other court 
otlicinls nre pp.kl." 


Itia generally conceded by lawyers 


that this section is entirely free from 
the constitutional objections that have 
been raised against all the other pro- 
visions of the net which provide for the 
appointment of deputies, and if this ap- 
pointment is declared illegal it is doubt- 
ful if a deputy in this county can draw 
a salary under tbu provisions of this act. 


To those who are acquainted with the 


courts nnd ttie work done in tlie district 
attorney's oiliiie, it is nut necessary to 
eay that Mr. Kreimm has at all times 
capably performed the duties of his 
oflice. lie needn no recommendation 
to the people of this community.
